The Bank of Montreal crop report 
says the cutting of grain is now in 
progress in most districts of the 
Prairie Provinces. Continued absence 
of moisture during the past week 
has advanced the maturity or, ali 
grains and further reduced crop 
‘prospects. Hstimated wheat yields 
show wide variations in different 
‘areas, and the crop of coarse grains 
in general will be light. In Ontario, 
wheat crop now being 
threshed is an average yield of 


the fall 


good quality. Other grains are be- 


low average through drougnt, which 
has ‘caused serious damage to late 
crops generally, thougn recent rains 
have been beneficial. Quebec has 3 


good hay crop and other main crops 
are all in encouraging condition. In 
the Maritime Provinces nay yields 
are heavy and the outiook for all 


crops favourable. Grain and hay 


crops are good in British Columbia 
and root crops are doing well. 

‘Alberta crops generally are below 
average to poor. In the northwest 
and porth central areas they are 
fair to good, while late crops and 
pasturage have been improved by 
recent rains. Hisewhere they are 
fair to poor, with continued drought 
and the serious feed and water 
shortage in the ranching areas. A 
shortage of irrigation water is a‘- 
versely affécting sugar beets. In 
Saskatchewan the wheat crop is ex- 
tremely patchy and will be far be- 
low average. Rust infection has been 
spreading in central and easteru 
areas. The feed situation is serious 
in southern and western districts 
and pastures are ‘badly in need of 
rain. In Manitoba, drought has taken 
heavy toll in the southwest and 
along the southern border and little 
grain will be marketed in this terri- 
tory. -

OTMAWA.—The year. has been 
marked in Canada by an unspev- 
tacular but consistent improvement 
in business conditions in trade and in 
government revenues. Thus the eco- 
nomic index computed by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics on ua- 
justed comparisons involving pri- 
mary factors in business showed in 
the thigd week of July a gain of one 
per cent over the preceding week, 
& gain of ten per cent over the cor- 
responding week of last year, and 
the highest point recorded since 
January of 1938. 

Business operations in Canaa for 
June, on the index of physical vol- 
ume, showed a gain of 11.3 per cent 
over June of 1935. Wholesale prices 
advanced from 714 to 72.3 and 
common stock prices from 93.8 to 
113.8. 

Most items in manufacturing pro- 
duction’ were at a_ higher level. 
Newsprint production at 270,000 tons 
showed a gain of 16 per cent. There 
were lange increases in the export 
of planks and boards, inthe manu- 
facture of foodstuffs, in the produc- 
tion of automobiles, in the output of 
steel and iron, in the output of elec- 
trical power and imports of crude 
petroleum.

Government Orders 


Re Scrip Issue 


On Saturday last orders were sent 
out by the provincial government to 
every liquor vendor and beer licen- 
see in Alberta that the new scrip 
issue (‘‘prosperity ‘certificates’*) is 
not to be accepted by beer parlors 
or by liquor vendors in payment for 
beverages purchased there or as a 
pledge for cash with which to pur- 
chase those beverages. Thus the 
government is refusing to accept its 
own scrip in the only retail business 
which it conducts. 

At the same time. the new regu- 
lations forbid beer parlor operators 
to accept or negotiate any “cheque 
or time cheque or other evidence of 
pindebtedness given in payment of 
wages.”

Tt is therefore, a highly intelligent 
move on the part of the distillera to 
join in the counsele of moderation 
to warn their customers against 
exceasive indulgence. They want to 
continue in business, but not at the 
price of making drunkards. 

Mheir situation is comparable, in 
some respects, to that of the build 
ers of automobiles. The increasing 
number of cars, with greater engine 
power and vastly higher possible 
apeeds, has been accompanied by an 
appalling tol of human lives from 
motor accidents. Now the automobile 
makers are giving vigorous support 
to the campaign for moderation in 
driving, just as whiskey makers are 
counselling moderation in drinking. 

When all's said and done, the 
problem of temperance, whether in 
driving, in drinking, in eating or in 
any other human activity 1s an 1nd- 
vidual one. Every man must solve 
it for himself. There is no mass 
method of making people behave 
according to a fixed rule or act at 
all times in their own best interests. 
But every effort, such as this one 
of the whiskey distillers, to instil 
the principle of moderation in al! 
things, is a step in the direction of 
sanity and human progress.

' Although . official Washington is 
justas “election-minded” as ever, a 
good-deal of pains is being taken to 
avoid the appearance of putting 
Word has 
gone out from the powers that all 
agencies of governmental depart- 
ments shall avoid using the words 
“adjustment,” “planning” and “pro 
duction control.” Instead they are 
instructed to say “foresight” and 
“forward-looking.” — 

The information about the’ drought 
situation” réceived by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is summed up 
of that department 
somewhat as follows: The damage 
is highly localized as compar:d with 
1934. There is adequate supply of 
cattle fodder and! there has been no 
serious impairment of the nation’s 
food supply, although higher prices 
for dairy and poultry seem probable. 
The department still holds to its 
estimate of $7,500,000,000 as this 
year’s farm income, pointing out 
that there has been no serious im- 
pairment in the area south of South 
Dakota and west of the Mississippi, 
which was the region hardest hit 
by the 1934 drought. co 

The next social-economic drive of 
the Administration, which will we- 
come vigorous if Mr. Roosevelt is 
re-elected, will be in the direction of 
building up ‘co-operative entenprises. 

For many years under this and 
previous Administrations there have 
been governmental efforts to en- 
courage producer cooperatives, some 
of them successful. Now, the inter- 
est of Washington is centered upon 
consumer cooperatives. Recent ut- 
terances iby President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Wallace have emphasized 
this angle of the cooperative move- 
ment. 

The President's commission, which 
has gone to Burope to study coop- 
erative developments, consists of 
four enthusiasts on consumer co- 
operatives and two who are pri- 
marily interested in farm marketing 
cooperatives. 


New Marketing Act 

Consideration of the Robinson- 
Patman Marketing Act, whose cub 
effects are not yet predictanle, sug- 
gests that it was aimed particularly 
at the big chain store distributors, 
on the theory that they compete un- 
fairly with local merchants. 

The essence of this new Law. which 
has just gone into effect, is that no 
manufacturer or produccr may 
grant special price reduc‘ions,, dis- 
counts, bonuses, or commissions tc 
a large purchaser which he does nut 
also grant to a small distributor or 
retailer. The law specifically pro- 
hibits advertising allowances by na- 
tional manufacturers to retail dis 
tributors which are not extended 
equally to all. 

The Federal Trade Commission !s 
supposed to pass on all questio,s 
arising under the Robinson-Patman 
Act and to rue whether any allow- 
ance or discount is permissidle. But 
although Congress entrusted the 
Commission with this power, it ne- 
glected to appropriate any funds for 
the Commission to use for this pur- 
pose. 

Money Situation 

The action of the Federal Reserve 
Board in requiring all member banks 
to increase their reserves on deposit 
with the Federal Reserve banks by 
fifty per cent is regarded here as a 
measure intended to prevent undue 
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credit inflation with its accompani- 
ment of runaway prices. 

Financial experts, howéver, point 
out that the basic factors makita 
for crédit inflation still exist. Bank 
deposits are growing at the rate of 
about § $3,000,000,000 a year and 
there is no indication that Govern- 
ment ‘borrowing on a large scale 
will not continue. The world’s supply 
of gold is increasing at @ sensational 
rate, while the government silver 
purchases are steadly increasing the 
money supply. All of these things 
point toward a steady rise in com- 
modity prices of all kinds. 

Interest increases in the struggle 
between the two national labor 
leaders John L. Lewis and William 
Green, for control of the organized 
labor situation. Mr. Lewis is regard- 
ed here as by far the abler of the 
two men; indeed he is looked upon 
as a man of great personal: power 
of leadership and ability to think 
fast and clearly. 

For the first time there seems to 
be a real possibility of a powerful 
new type of labor organization 
gaining a foothold in America under 
Mr. Lewis’ leadership. Wis vertical 
union plan would include all workers 
in industry from the most highly 
skilled to the absolutely unskilled tn 
one big union, instead of the Fed- 
eration’s present system of organ 
izing workers by crafite or trades. 

‘As viewed from Washington, the 
labor situation holds at present the 
seeds of serious social unrest, not 
without its politica!’ consequences. 
That it is part of Mr. Lewis’ pro- 
gram to organize workers politically 
into a permanent third party is ven 
erally believed here. That probably 
will not take shape in time to in- 
fluence this year’s election but it is 
regarded as a certainty before 1940. 


Third Party a Factor 

The outcome of the Cleveland 
convention of the Townsend plan, in 
which a loose coalition was formed 
by the Townsendites, Father Cough- 
lin’s League of Social Justice and 
the Rev. Gerald Smith’s “share the 
wealth’ followers, with a _ strong 
likelihood that these leaders and 
many of their followers will line up 
behind the Lemke Union Party tic- 
ket, has given political exnerts here 
a puzzle to which nobody has yet 
found the answer. 

Will this distinctly leftist move- 
ment benefit Roosevelt or Landon 
the most? Opinions differ, but the 
third party is being taken into con- 
sideration in all of the numerous 
presidential polls which have already 
been started.

The papers have reported that Typhoid Mary is seriously ill, and 
before my humble tribute sees the light of day the old lady may have 
passed on to her reward. I recall dimfy the excitement she caused more 
than thirty years ago. She was a cook and for a number of years she 
went her way from one employer to another, giving general satisfaction. 
But a tragic fate pursued every family she served. One or more mem- 
bers invariably developed typhoid fever. Doctors examined the food and 
the milk and the plumbing without success. 

Finally one curious individual, Dr. George A. Soper, a sanitary 
engineer, caused an examination of Mary, and a startling discovery was 
made. Mary was not sick; she never had been sick; but she was a huge 
boarding house and picnic ground for typhoid, fever germs. She was 
what is known as a “carrier’’—a walking distributor of death. 

Well, the world is full of Typhoid Marys. I remember one who 
was a merchant in a country town. Always prosperous, he was always 
pessimistic. Go into his store and ask him how buiness was, and he 
would reply: “Not good, not good. And if you want my opinion, it'll 
get a whole lot worse before it’s any better.” ; 

His pessimism did not prevent him from making a snug annual 
profit and accumulating a considerable estate. But for fifty years he 
dropped a germ of pessimism into the soul of every customer. Another 
man has spoiled ten thousand sunny days. He has a deep seated convic- 
tion that every bright moment in human life has to be paid for by an 
equivalent moment of darkness.
